killed* today when the airship Erbsloeh burst at a height of several hun- 
dred feet and dropped to the earth a crumpled mass.

The craft was of the non-rigid type, 176 feel in length and 33 feet in 


diameter. The motors were o£ 125 horse-power and drive the airship1 at a 
speed of 28 1-2 miles an hour.

The war department recently purchased ode of Erbsloeh's' balloons. 
The cause of the accident is a matter of conjecture, but it is believed 


that the'bursting of the bag was due to the expansion of gas by the warm 
sunshine. 
The wreckage fell so heavily that the gondola was broken to 


bits and the motor was buried in the ground.

down forcibly .and considerably bruised.

MAKE A FINE START

July |13.—The dirigible bulloon Erbs- 
loeh, recently fitted 
for a 
passenger 


service, was destroyed in midair today 
through the 
explosion of a benzine 


tank, and her Inventor, Oscar Erbs- 
loeh, and 
his crew of four 
men 


dropped to their death. The bodies of 
the aviators were frightfully mangled. 
The gondola was torn to bits and the 
motor buried itself in the surface c-C 
the ground. 
. 
The victims were men well known in 


aerial feats,- and. Erbsloeh gained an 
international reputation when in 1907 
at St. Louis he won the international 
cup' ID tlte'distance race for balloons";" 
His .companions were: Herr Tolle, a 
manufacturer of Barmen; 
two engi- 


neer's, "Herr Kranz and Herr Hoe'ppe, 
and Herr Spicke, the motorman. 
The Erbsloeh was constructed 
last 


year and had a dubious career. The 
first time it descended It crashed into 
a clump of trees and its 
occupants 


narrowly escaped injury. A few days 
ago, 
during a trial flight, a propeller 


was broken. 
The start was well made. The Erbs- 


loeb rose gracefully, pushing its way 
through the fog to a height estimated 
at several hundred yards. The airship 
appeared to obey her helm perfectly. 
Suddenly there was a loud report, tlv3 
foi-e part.of the vessel crumpled and 
the gondola twisted until it appeared 
to stand on end. As the gas escaped 
from the forward 
compartment 
the 


prow swayed downward. For a second 
tho airship fluttered like a wounded 
bird, and then shot earthw.jrd. Erbs- 
loeh and his companions were instant- 
ly killed. Their heads were battered 
in and every limb broken. 


An examination, of 
the 
wreckage 


showed that the benzine 
tank 
had 


jurst, tearing to shreds the rubber en- 
velope above it, causing the 
bow to 


collapse. The stern compartment was 
still filled with gas when it struck the 
ground. 
The death of Erbsloeh and his crew 


with tho destruction of the balloon for 
which much had been hoped, following 
closely upon the loss of Count Zeppe- 
lin's Deutschland, has caused gloom in 
aviation circles and the public shocked 
by We accidental death yesterday of 
Charles, Stewart Rolls, the English 
.vlator.Us much depressed'by the ad- 
dition of Erbsloeh to the lone list. 
Oscar Erbsloeh had made-many dar- 
ing and successful balloon flights. 
In 


the St. Louis aerial race, w-hert he took" 
from .the United States 'to .Germany 
the international cup, which had been 
won the year before by'Lieut. Frank 
Lahm at Paris, he covered a. distance 
of 876 miles. Storting at St. Louis in 
the balloon Pommern he landed at As- 
bury Park, N. J., two miles further 
from the point of ascent than his near- 
est competitor, M. Leblanc of France. 
In February, 1909. Erbsloeh made a 
remarkable balloon 
trip across the 
Alps. His balloon was the Berlin and 
it remained in the air for thirty hours 
after reaching a maximum altitude of 
about 18,000 feet. An average'temper- 
ature of about'12 degrees below zero 
was experienced. 
The death roll 
of aviators was 


lengthened today to 17 who have been 
killed since Sept. 17, 1908. Up to ten 
days ago the record stood at ten. On 
July 5 Charles Wachter fell to his 
death at Rheims, France. 
Yesterday 


the English sportsman Charles Stew- 
art Rolls died beneath the wreckage 
of his aeroplane. Today Erbsloeh and 
his crew of four were dashed to pieces.

A 
COMMISSION TO SUPPLY 
PUBLIC. NECESSITIES 


: 
Our progress in the direction of supplying public necessities has been 


so very slow that many of our citizens may be excused if they get weary 


. of -waiting and long; for some method by which their needs might be pro- 


vided for without undue delay mid without being blocked by any arbitrary 


committee. 


What will the means be? 
Will it be a new city 
charter, 
a 
more 


. 
progressive city council or a special commission on public needs? 
We 


shall assume (hut the last named would be the more active and more ready 


• to respond to public opinion in the matter of public necessities. 


Suppose such a commission were appointed, and this is not snying we 


favor a commission, what would i( have to do? ' 


What is the first and most imperative need of our city today? 
Beyond all question it is a comfort station near Merrimack square. 


There is not another square of its size in New England through which so 
many people pass in different, directions on the electric car lines. It is 
safe to sny that in the course of the day as many as fifteen thousand 
people pass through the square changing cars there while on some days 
the number is much greater. 


There is no comfort station for either sex that is worthy of mention. 


The commission should provide this without delay as beyond nil question 
the most greatly needed of all ths public necessities .of the hour. 


The commission on public necessities would not be true to its name if 


it.did not provide this comfort station within three weeks after its appoint- 
ment and then look to other points similarly situated. 


That completed, the next public necessity in order of urgency -would lie 


public baths. How long would it take a few practical men like 
Supt. 


Thomas of- the water department, Judge Pickmnn of the pnrk buiiril, Eity 
Engineer Bowers and any all round contractor to provide -a system of 
public baths at a moderate expense and ready to accommodate about 5000 
people a day? 
The problem is easy of solution. 
A swimming pool could 


be readily constructed on the edge of the river or close to a canal and 
either river or canal water could be used. ]i that, were not deemed good 


. enough a. first class bath system could be constructed on one or more of 


our public parlts and supplied with city water. 


Thirty years ago we had public baths at several points on the Merri- 


mack anil Concord rivers, but the contamination of those rivers makes' that 
impossible at the present time unless at, a considerable distance from the 
centre of the city. 


The city of Providence lias appropriated $12,000 for the construction 


of a public bath-house in Franklin park. 
That will be a starter only 


towards 11 .omplete system of public baths because when the people show 
their grent appreciation of public baths the system must be enlarged to 
meet the general demand. 


Why is Lowell behind Providence or why is the Lowell of today behind 


tho Lowell of thirty years ago? 
The average citizen will he able to tell the 


reason why, and he should take to himself a share of the responsibility for 
permitting such conditions to prevail. 


With the bath question settled what would be the next urgent demand 


of the hour? 


It would be one (hat would save the lives of scores of children every 


summer, children who now die of cholera inJL'antum and other intestinal 
diseases. 


To meet this need the commission on public necessities should secure a 


summer health park for children and their mothers. The park should have 
an abundance of cool shade, plenty of good water, a milk station at which 
modified milk would be supplied at a fair price so that the babies could be 
kept there during the day until cured of their respective ailments due to 
the beat. For the accommodation of the mothers and nurses there should 
be a lunch room from1- which wholesome luncheons could be obtained 
to enable those in charge of the babies to go early in the morning and 
remain during the entire day. 
In addition there should be a doctor, and to 


make the babies' health park complete then; should be a drug store. 


Let it be understood that the park with a milk station, a nurse andji 


lunch room would serve all right for a time if a doctor made daily visits 
and examined (lie children in attendance.

A COMMISSION TO SUPPLY PUBLIC NECESSITIES 


. 
Our progress in the direction of supplying public necessities has been 


so very .slow that many of our citizens may be excused if they get weary 


of waiting and long for some method by which their needs might he pro- 


vided for without undue delay and without being blocked by any arbitrary 


committee. 
- 


What will the means be? 
Will it be a new city charter, a 
morp 


progressive city council or a special commission on public needs'? 
We 


shall assume that the last named would be the more active and more ready 
to respond to public opinion in the matter of public necessities. 


Suppose such a commission were appointed, nnd this is not saying wo 


favor a commission, what would it have to do? 


. What is the first and most imperative need of our city today? 


Beyond all question it is a comfort station near Merrimack square. 


There is not another square of its size in New England through which so 
many people pass in different directions on the electric car lines. It is 
safe to say that in the course of the day as many as fifteen thousand 
people pass through the square changing cars there while on some days 
the number is much greater. 


There is no comfort station for either sex that is worthy of mention. 


The commission should provide this without delay as. beyond all question 
the most, greatly needed of all the public necessities of the hour. 


•^ The commission on public necessities would not be true to its name if 


it did not provide this comfort station within three weeks after its appoint- 
ment and then look to other points similarly situated. 


That completed, tho next public necessity in order o£ urgency would be 


public baths. How long would it take a few practical men like 
Supt. 


Thomas of the water department, Judge Pickmnn of the park board, City 
Engineer Bowers and any all round contractor to provide a. system of 
public baths at a moderate expense and ready to accommodate about 5000 
people a day? 
The problem is easy of solution. A swimming pool could, 


be readily constructed on the edge of the river or close to a canal and 
either river or canal water could be used. If that were nut deemed good 
enough a first class bath system could be constructed on one or more of 
our public parks and supplied with city water. 


Thirty years ago we bad public baths at several points on the Merri- 


mack and Concord rivers, but the contamination of those rivers makes that 
impossible at the present time, unless at a considerable distance from the 
centre of the city. 


The city of Providence has appropriated $12,000 for the construction 


of a public bath-house in Franklin park. 
That will be u. starter 
only 


towa.rds a -omplctc system of public baths because when the people show 
their great appreciation of public baths the system must be enlarged to 
meet the general demand. 
"- 
Why is Lowell behind Providence or why is the Lowell of today behind 


the Lowell of thirty years ago'/ 
The average citizen will be able to tell the 


reason, why, and he should take to himself a share of the responsibility for 
permitting such conditions to prevail. 


With the bath .question settled what would be the next urgent demand 


of the hour? 


It would be one that would save the lives of scores of children every 


summer, children who now die of cholera infantum and other intestinal 
diseases. 


To meet this need the commission on public necessities should secure a 


summer health park for children and {heir mothers. Tho park should have 
an abundance of cool shade, plenty of good water, a milk station at which 
Modified milk would be supplied at a fair price so that the babies could be 
kept there during the day until cured of their respective ailments due to 
the heat. For the accommodation of the mothers and nurses there should 
be a lunch room from which wholesome luncheons could be obtained 
to enable those in charge of the babies to go early in the morning and 
remain during the entire day. In addition there should be a. doctor, and to 
make the babies' health park complete there should be a drug store. 


Let it be understood that the pnrk with a milk station, a nurse and a 


lunch room would serve all right for a time if a doctor made daily visits 
and examined the children in attendance. Of course a pnrk of this kind 
would require shady walks with plenty of benches and arbors so that the 
children would not be brought very close together. 


But you will say it would require money to equip a baby health pnrk 


in this way. 
It would require an uncertain 
sum 
to 
construct 
walks 


through the thick trees which are the prime necessity to begin with. The 
milk depot might, be conducted in a corner of the. building in which the 
lunch room would be located. 
Then a shed would be necessary and a 


sewer for the quick disposal of all waste matters. The commission on pub- 
lic necessities could provide such a park for ,*20,000 or less even if it had 
to purchase the grove within a five cent ride from Lowell. This may seem 
a Utopian idea but we hope to see it realized somewhere 
in 
the 
near 


future as a. demonstration of its eminent practicability and its priceless 
value as a life saving agency. 


When doctors advise mothers to take their children to the woods for a 


day what can the mothers do? 
AVlicroscnn they go to get suitable milk 


for the baby? Not lo Lakcvicw, not Willow Dale, not Canobic Lake nor 
anywhere else thai we know of. Yet one of the convenient summer resorts 
that has plenty of shady groves to spare could provide such a park at 
slight expense. It would be immeasurably bettor t.lmn all the other agencies 
combined; it would be better than tho flouting hospital of large cities; nnd 
the only thing to compare with it, is the summer camps for consumptives. 
If it be necessary to save consumptives why not. equally so to save the 
bnbics? 
Many cities are, establishing ervnKumptive hospitals at. which an 


outdoor cnmp is an important feature; but few have altcmplcd to provide 
nny miitnble summer hospital for children attacked by cholera infantum. 
The health pnrk for babies sneh as we hnvc bore outlined would «nve thorn 
by the Bcoro. The littlo ones Imve so mud) recuperating power that they 
con bo quickly restored to health. 


Hero then is a public necessity that wo know is not within ouv grasp, 


but some philanthropic citizen by establishing such a park would have tho

July 13.—The dirigible balloon Erbs- 
loeh, recently fitted 
for a 
passenger 


service, was destroyed in midair today 
through tho explosion of a benzlno 
tank, and her inventor, Oscar Erbs- 
loeh, 
and 
his crew 
of four 
men 


dropped to their death. Tho bodies of 
tho aviators were frightfully mangled. 
The gondola was torn to bits and tho 
motor buried itself in the surface ot 
tho ground. 
The victims were men well known In 


aerial feats, and Erbsloeh gained an 
international reputation when in 1907 
at St. Louis he won the international 
cup in the distance race for balloons. 


His companions were: Herr Tolle, a 


manufacturer of Barmen; 
two engi- 


neers, Herr Kranz and Herr Hoepne, 
and Herr Splcke, the motorman. 


The Erbsloeh was constructed last 


year and had a" dubious career. 
Tho 


first time it descended It crashed into 
a clump of trees and 
Its 
occupants 


narrowly escaped Injury. 
A few days 


ago, during a trial night, a propeller 
was broken. 


The start was well made. Tho Erbs- 


loeb rose gracefully, pushing Its way 
through the fog to a height estimated 
at several hundred yards. The airship 
appeared to obey her helm perfectly. 
Suddenly there was a loud report, the 
fore 'part of the vessel crumpled and 
tho gondola twisted until it appeared 
to stand on end. As the gas escaped 
from the forward

prow swayed downward. For a second 
the. airship fluttered like a wounded 
bird, and then shot earthwnfd.

In February, 1909, Erbsloeh made a 
remarkable balloon trip across tha 
Alps. His balloon was the Berlin and 
it remained in the air for thirty hours 
a,fter reaching a maximum altitude-.o£ 
about 18,000 feet. An average terhper-i 
atnre of about .12 degrees below zero 
was experienced. 


The death roll of aviators was 


lengthened today to 1" who have beea 
killed since Sept. 17, 190S. Up to ten.

COMMISSION 
TO SUPPLY PUBLIC NECESSITIES 


Our progress in the direction of supplying public necessities has been 


so very slow that many of our citizens may be excused if they get weary 


of waiting and long for some method by which their needs might be pro- 


vided for without undue delay and without being blocked by any arbitrary 


committee". ;. 


What will the means be? 
Will it be a new city charter, a 
more 


progressive city council or a special commission on public needs? We 
shall assume that the last named would be the more active and more ready 
to respond to public opinion in the matter of public necessities. 


Suppose such a commission were appointed, and this is not saying wo 


favor a commission, what would it have to do? 


What is the first and most imperative need of our city today? 
Beyond nil question it is a comfort station near Merrimack square. 


There is not, another square of its size in New England through which so 
many people pass in different directions on the electric car lines. It is 
safe to say that in the course of the day as many as fifteen 
thousand 


people pass through the square changing cars there while on some days 
the number is much greater. 


There is no comfort station for either sex that is worthy of mention. 


The commission should provide this without delay as beyond all question 
the most greatly needed of nil the public necessities of the hour. 


The commission on public necessities would not be true t,o its name if 


it did not provide this comfort station within three weeks after its appoint- 
ment and then look to other points similarly situated. 


That completed, the next public necessity in order of urgency would bo 


public baths. How long would it take a few practical men like Supt. 
Thomas of the water, department, Judge Pickman of the park board, City 
Engineer Bowers and any all round contractor to, provide a system of 
public baths at a moderate expense and ready to accommodate about 5000 
people a day? The problem is easy of solution. A swimming pool could 
be rendily constructed on the edge of the river or close to a canal and 
either river or canal water could be used. If that were not deemed good 
enough a first class bath system could be constructed on one or more o£ 
our public parks and supplied with city water. 


Thirty years ago we had public baths at several points on the Merri- 


mack nnd Concord rivers, but the contamination of those rivers makes that 
impossible at the present time unless at a considerable distance from the 
centre of the city. 


The city of Providence has appropriated $12,000 for the construction 


of a public bath-house in Franklin park. That will be a 
starter 
only 


towards a complete system of public baths because when the people show 
their great appreciation of public baths the system must be enlarged to 
meet the general demand. 


Why is Lowell behind Providence or why is the Lowell of today behind 


the Lowell of thirty years »go? The average citizen will be able to tell the 
reason why, and he should take (o himself a share of the responsibility for 
permitting such conditions to prevail. 


With the bath question settled what would be the next urgent demand 


of the hour? 


It would be one thnt would save the lives of scores of children every 


summer, children who now die of cholera infantum and other intestinal 
diseases.

summer health park for children and their mothers. Tho park should have 
an abundance of cool shade, plenty of good water, n milk station at which 
modified milk would be supplied at a fair price so that the babies could be 
kept there during the day until cured of their respective ailments due to 
the heat. For the accommodation of Hie mothers and nurses there should 
be a lunch room from which wholesome luncheons could be obtained 
to enable those in charge of the bnbies to go parly in the morning and 
remain during the entire day. In addition there should be a doctor, and to 
make the babies' health pnrk complete there should be a drug store. 


Let it be understood thnt thu pnrk with n milk station, n. nurse and a 


lunch room would serve all right for a time if a doctor made daily visits 
and examined the children in attendance. Of course n. pnrk of this kind 
would require shady walks with plenty of benches and arbors so that the 
children would not be brought very close together. 


But you will s:iy it would require money to equip a baby health park 


in this way. It would require an uncertain 
sum to 
construct 
walks 


through the thick trees which arc thu prime necessity io begin with. The 
milk depot might be conducted in a corner of (he building in which the 
lunch room would be. located. 
Then a shed would he necessary and a 


sewer for the quick dispnsnl of nil waste matters. The commission on pub- 
lic necessities could provide such a pnrk for $20,000 or less even if it hnd 
to purchase the grove within a five cent ride from Lowell.

Bill Shelved by House 


of Commons 


LONDON, July 13.—The house"of 


commons by n vote of 299 to 190 last 
night passed tho second reading of the 
woman suffrage bill, for which i>avid 
James Shackleton, labor member from 
the Clitheroe division of Lancashire, is 
the sponsor. 


The hill provides for the granting of 


the parliamentary franchise to women 
who are possessed of the property 
qualifications and who already exer- 
cise the franchise in municipal elec- 
tions. 


The unexpectedly large majority of 


109 gives an Important Impetus to the 
wornnn suffrage, propaganda, but many 
obstacles must yet be overcome before 
tho principle is legalized by the neces- 
sary majority of 145. The house sub- 
sequently referred the hill to a com- 
mittee of the whole, which means that 
tho bill will be shelved until next year, j 


The interesting debate showed that | 


many leading men, including Winston [ 
Spencer Churchill, secretary for home [ 
affairs, and A. J. Balfour, leader of the 
opposition in the commons, 'who fa- 
vored the principle of woman suffrage, 
objected to the present bill, and con- 
tended that the whole country must 
pronounce unreservedly in favor 
of 


women voting before parliament should 
sanction such a change in the constitu- 
.lon. 


Premier Asqnith, in a strong speech 


against tho hl.ll, declared that if women 
had a vote they must inevitably have 
seats In parliament and might take the 
speaker's chair or sit in the cabinet. 


Mr. Balfour contested this view. 
He 


said that It was not government by 
consent tq exclude a, large mass of the 
community from voting. 


Chancellor Lloyd-George, as a strong 


supporter of woman suffrage, said that 
f the promoters of the bill would 
promise to rclntroduce tho bill in an 
.cceptuble form he would support it. 
Austen Chamberlain opposed woman 
uffrage in liny shape or form.
